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REFLECTIONS on the Writers for and againft 
the CouRT, and upon Pustick AFFAiRs, 


HE Force of Education and 
Kj Cuftom is fo powerful, and 
: f: raifes fuch ftrong Prejudices in 
Co x rl MR favour of fome Opinions, and 
Va Wie sand Saw) againft fome Perfons, that ‘tis 
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received: It muft cut its Way 
thro” fo many Intrenchments 
and Fortifications, that ‘twould be almoft a Mi- 
racle if ever it fhould nationally prevail. But 
among numberlef others, the Prejudice which 
we have to encounter at prefent is, That Writers 
for a Court, are flavifh venal Proftitutes ; and Wri- 
ters againft a Court, Men of generous Sentiments and 
Probity. That the one facrifice Truth and publick Good 
to fordid Intereft ; and the other, nobly facrifice their 
own Intereft to publick Virtue and Love of Country. 
This is a commionly-received Opinion ; and yet, 
if we narrowly look into it, nothing is more falfe : 
and therefore we fay it arifes from Prejudice, or 
prejudging without Examination. We take bur 
a very partial View of Mankind, while we ima- 
gine nothing bur Interef? or Money moves ‘em to 
Aftion; various ether Paffions will carry ’em away, 
even againft their true Intereft and greateft Advan- 
tage : There are Paffions ftronger than Love of Mo- 
ney, or the Love of Life irfelf, — esitis. The 
Prefumption indeed in Favour of this Opinion 
about Writers, is plaufible enough, That Courts of 
ten abound in Wealth and Wickednefs; that they 
generally do il! Things; and are able and wil. 
ling to pay neceffitous Wretches, who will endeavour 
to make thofe ill Things look «welt, or at leatt, take 
of the odious Colours in which their Enemies 
have reprefented their Adtions. This hes been too 
true: for Power dazzles ; it makes Men wanton ; 
vain of themfelves, regardlefs of others ; and in- 
duces them to leap the Bounds of Sobriety, good 
Senfe and Virtue : The #74 and Humour of Per. 
fons in Power, are often fet up againft the Hap- 
pinefs of the Community ; and their own private 
Advantage, againft the Acvantage of cht Pub. 
lick; and they have never wanted Men bafe 
enough not only to juttify, bur to applaud and 
fan&tify che vileft of all their A€tions. Burt true 
2s this is, and ‘tis a melancholy Tiuth ; yet tis 
as true, that there are Perfons who will go greater 
Lengths againft the Good of their Country, in Spite 
and Refentment to Men in Power, than any mere 
venal Writers can go for Bread. Pride and Am- 
bition diive Men on to more prodigious Wickednefs 
than Want ; the Paffion of Revenge is fo powerful, 
and fo delicious too, that the Spaniards have a 
Proverb, God keeps it to bimfelf , Vengeance is mine. 
Revenge and Refentmert will make Men fpeak, 
write, and a& ; not only againft the real Mappi- 
nefs of their Country, but againft the plaineft 
Evidences of Senfe, and the fulleft Convittions 
of their own Confciences. When this ifatiable 
Paffion wants to be gratified, they will fay the 
worlt Things poflible of che bef Government, and 
the beft Miniffry too: For tho’ Courts and Minifters 
do ill Things as well as other Men; yet there 
have been Courts and Minifters as entirely in the 
Intereft of their Country, as any private Gentleman 
in England. This has been the Felicity of our 
Country a great many times; I could name fome 
brave and worthy Perfons, once in Power, but 
now gone 'o receive the Reward of their Merit, 
whofe Paffions generally carried them, where 
their Reajon always di:e&ted them, to Publick Good. 
And I'm horoughly convinced, from a View of 
the p@blick AGtions of the prefent Miniftry thro” 
the Courfe of their Lives, that rhey always had 
at Heart, Liberty and publick Happinefs ; that they 
have behaved like true Englifbmien, and hearty 
Lovers of their Country ; and have been moft 
famefully and fcandaloufly abufed by the Writers 
againft them. So that the Honour and Virtue lie 
on th: Side of the Writers for the Miniftty, as we 
have frequently fhewn, by invalidating all the 
Adverfaries Fudts and Reafoning ; ot which we'll 
now lay before the Reader a Recapitulation. And 
the rather, becaufe the Kingdom being now

brought by a General Peace té that Point of Feli- 
city, which every honeft Man wifhed for, there 
will foon be an End of all Occafional Weekly Poli- 
ticians, 

Let us therefore look back, and take a fhort 
View of the Writers on both Sides. We'll view 
the Writers againft the Court, in regard to what they 
have faid about our Foreign and Domeftick Affairs. 
As to Foreign Affairs, there is not one publick AZion 
Of the Miniftry, but has been mifreprefented and 
ridiculed. All their Labours for a General Peace, 
have been called rambling Negotiations, dancing 
Congreffes, fruitle{s prevaricating Treaties, unnatu- 
val Alliances, defivuétive Exped:tions abroad, and 
merry-making Armada’s at home; and then roar- 
ing out, Gibraltar! Dunkirk! the Honour of the 
Briti Flag! and Sanéa Lucia! As to Home 
Affairs; they have libelled King, Lords, and 
Commons; perfonally abufed every Branch of the 
Royal Family ; fent about the Nation Weekly 
Papers, sep.efenting the Conftitution in great 
Danger of being fubverted, and. our Liberties 
of being deftroyed ; with @ full Defign of alienating 
the Peoples Affettions, and rendring the Govern. 
ment as odious at Home, as they had endeavoured 
to make it contemptible Abroad. And after thefe 
Charges, they have baul'd out, Large Standing 
Armies in time of Peace! Penfions! Bribery and 
Corruption! huge Debts! oppreflive Taxes ! 
Trade decaying, aad the Poor ftarving! with 
other dreadful and horrible Sounds. 

To all this, the Writers on the other Side ave 
replied ; by thewing, that no Alliances are un 
natural, any further than they are wnréafonable : 
That Circumfances and certaiu YunFures of Affairs 
make Alliances reafonable at one time, which 
would not be fo at another: Fox tho’ an Alliance 
with the Emperor and Spain, even exclufive of 
France, would be far better for England, than an 
Alliance with France, exclufive ot thofe two Powers; 
yet, fuch Circumftances may aiife (and adtwually 
did, at the making of the Craft/man's Pop’? 
Vienna Treaty) as might make it highly teafonable 
to unite with France againft them both. But then 
tis only with a View co bring them to juft Terms 
of Accommodation, in order to a General Peace. 
We are not indeed to reft in that Aliance, but 
make it the Medium, thro’ which we pafs on to 
other Alliances. This Aliance with France, which 
they have fo often call'd Unnatural, was, at that 
SHundure, the wifeft Thing we could do ; and the 
Event confirms it : for we have made ufe of the 
good Offices of the French, their Credit and Repu- 
tation, if not their Power, to bring about what 
we could not otherwife have probably effected. 
So that to this great End, the Tranquility of Ex 
rope, all our Alliances, Congrefles, Negotiations, 
Treaties, Expeditions, and Expedients, were 
wifely and fleadily dite&ted. The Affair of Gi- 
braltar hath been fully confidered, and the Mini. 
ftry clear'd of the leaft Defign to give itup: The 
late Wotks of Dunkirk are demolifhed, Debts 
and Taxes are decreafing : The Honour of the Flag 
is a Noife about nothing; for the Officer who 
fell under fome Difpleafure from the Govern- 
ment, exceeded his Commiffion ; and, contrary 
to the Advice of all the other Officers, made the 
Frenchman, after he was at Anchor, hoift his Flag, 
and pur up his Top-fail, on purpofe to lower it. 
The Affair of Sanéa Lucia, we leave to others. 

So much for Foreign Affairs. As to Home Affairs, 
we have fhewn that our Liberties were never fo 
well preferved, nor our Conftitution ever in ber- 
ter Health and Vigour ; that we muft have fome 
Army, and that the Necefity of it arifes from the 
natural Condition of human Affairs, and the prefent 
Circumftances of the World ; that ‘tis impoffible, 
all things confidered, but Men in Power will have 
Places; that thofe who /abour for the Publick, 
ought to be péid by the Publick ; that to go out of 
Power with clean Hands, is a high Honour, but 
with empty too, a WeaknefS; °tis what a Man 
can’e anf{wer to himfelf and Family, “tis roman- 
tic vifionary Vertue ; fuch Vertue; or rather Foxy, 
thar, if every Man fhould praétife upon it, and 
regard others, but not himjelf, the Nation wotild 
be undone: For, what is the Nation but a Col- 


letion of Individuals ; all whofe Good proceeds 
from each Man's truly and jufily purfuing his own. 

Thus have.our Affairs at Home and Abread been 
juttified againft the wnreafonable Clamours of thofe 
who have labour'd to difturb the Repofe of the 
Publick. But juch is the reftlefs Spirit of thefe 
Men, that, notwithftanding they acknowledge in 
the laft Craft/inan, that our Affcirs are it the 
right Train at laft, yet they go on in their abufive 
fcurrilous Way ; they now doubr, ehether France 
is come in; and whether we had not /efs reafon 
to apprehend any thing from France, a few Tears 
ago, than now ; and whether this Proteftant Trea- 
ty of Vienna mayn’t prove ineffectual without the 
Acceffion of France. Wondrous good Men! how 
full of Fears and Doubts | how hes uucommon Zeal 
for their Country deftroy’d all their Happinefs ! 
"Tis very pleafanr, to fee the Authors of the 
Craft/men arvogate to themfelucs the Honour of this 
Peace, asthey have already the Honour of every 
Good done for the Nation chefe Four or Five 
Years: Did not WE point out this Way to them, and 
recommend it in the moft folicitous Manner to thofe 
who direkt our publick Negotiaticns ? Whet mighty 
Men of Wifdom are thefe Writers! to be cbie te 
fee whatevety Man in the Kingdom can’t but fee ; 
that an Alliance with the Emperbr aad Spain, even 
exclufive of France, is better than an Alliance 
with France, exclufive of thofe two Powers. But 
what then? Has not the grand Point in View 
been a general Accommodation? Hath not the 
Miniftry inceffantly laboured to make up «I! Diffe- 
rences between thofe two Courts and the Eng/:> 
Court, and confidered all Alliances juft as tney 
related to this? But do thefe Men imagine, thet 
we can command ail the Powers in Purope? No, 
we muft wait proper @ccafions and Opportunities, 
and then turn “em to the beft Advantage This 
we have done, and fo brought about a General 
Peace, of which Mr. D"Anvers gives himte!f Joy, 
as the End of all bis Labours; tor he may now, 
with good old Simeon, fing, Nunc diimittis, &c. 
He joys himfelf too, becaufe im bis Hogue 
Letter, he faid we were making a Vienna Trea- 
ty; and lo! Here isove. But, what's this to 
his Juftification ? Who faid, that we were mak- 
ing a Treaty, which would be an Infraétion of 
all other Treaties, and involve as in the Guilt of 
Perfidy and Violation of Faith ; whereas, this ap. 
pears to be a Treaty, to which all other Treaties 
were dire&ted, and in which they are all tacluded 
But, he fays this Peace is only an Accommoda- 
tion of the Squabbles of Furope, (and what is any 
Peace but an Accommodation of Squabbles ?) in 
cvhich it feems ave bad no Concern : They were the 
Difputes of other Princes: Ay! Was that Pofif 
Vienna Treaty (o deprive us of all our Commerce, 
to wreft Gibraltar and Port-Mabone out of out 
Hands, and the a€tual befieging of Gibraltar, in 
Confequence.of it, nothing to us? Was ihe In- 
terruption of our Trade with Spain nothing to us ? 
Was this a Di/pute of other Princes, and in which 
we had mo niateridl Concern ? Is all Mr. D' Amveri’s 
Concern for the Poffeffions, and the Trade, the Honour 
and ge A of England, come to this? But we 
forbear, till we fee his Behaviour mpon the Peace, 
He may be converted ; and {6 put an End to his 
dwn Labours, and ours.

Extiat of a Letter from Naples; March 24. 

IND Eafterly and ne Arrivals. Nothing 

but Devotion is to be feen, as it is the 

Holy Week ; which is encreafed by the Confter- 
nation this City was under the goth Infant, by 
an Earthquake which was felt here aboue Four 
in the Morning ; it lafted full three Mirmutes, and 
alarmed the whole City, many People runnin 
out of their Houfes to the open Places $ and rhofe 
that had Conveniency femained abréad in ‘Tents 
the next and the following Nights; There has 
not been any Repetition or Damaste done here- 
abouts; but Foggia; a City in Apuplis; aba 
100 Miles off, is Two Thirds demolithed; 
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Afzoli and fome other Towns in that Neighbour- 
hood have fuffered much. The Town of Arriano 
has not fuftered. 

Seville, March 16. Conferences are fill held at 
Gout, upon the Affairs of the prefeat Jun&ure: 
The Boreign Minifters alfo continue theirs with 
thafe of his Catholick Majefty, bur the Publick 
can lea n nothing of what they are doing. ' 

Vienna, March 31. This Coort defigns e’er 
long to communicate to the Dyet of the Empire 
the Pragmatical San&tion, eftablifhed the 6th of 
December 1724, and now puaranty’d by the 
King of Great Britain, in purfuance of the Treaty 
lately conclu Jed between their Imperial and 
Britannick Majefties, to be paffed into @ perpe- 
tuai Law; agreeably to which, all the Empe:or 8 
KingJoms, States and Provinces are td remain 
for ever united and poffeffed by his Succeffors, 
according to the Order of Succeflion which his 
Inaperial Majefty has fetcled. We are affured thar 
the Count de Kufftein will fhortly be fent to the 
refveGtive Courts of the Ele&tors and Princes of 
the Empire, to make proper Repreprefentations, 
to attain the End propofed in that refped&t. “Tis 
reported, that after this Affair is ended, they will 
proceed to the Election of a King of the Ro- 
mans. The Courier which the Duke de Livia 
received fome time ago from Seville, has been 
fent back with Difpatches of grear Importance 5 
and “cis faid they regard the Manner of Intro 
ducing the 6000 Spaniards into Italy, ftipulated 
in the Treaty berween their Imperial and Britan- 
nick Majefties. The Oftend Company is abo- 
lithe! by this Treaty, which on the other hand 
reftores to the old Foot the Tariff reloting to the 
Commerce of the Kingdoms of N :ples and Sicily, 
aad abolifhes the new Duties impofed upon Fo- 
reign Merchandizes imported into the Hereditary 
Countries. This laft Art cle bas occafioned an vni- 
verfal Joy among the Merchants of this Country. 

Paris, April6. As we effared that Spain has 
all the Reafox in the World to be fa:isfy’d with 
what has been ftipulated with relation to her in 
the Treaty fign’d at Vienna between their Impe. 
rial.and Britannick Majefties, and the General 
Peace feems by that means to be fully fettled, we 
are told that this Court will fpeedily mske a 
Reform in the Army, which may amount perhaps 
to 30 or 42,000 Men. Some Advices fiom Spain 
tell us, Don Jofeph Patinho will be rewarded 
with a good fat Bifhop:ick, and rhe fiift Cardi. 
nai’s Cap in his Catholick Maje‘ty’s Nomina- 
tion, 

Bruffels, April 12. Upon the Rumours that 
are f{pread, that the Ofiead Company is to be 
ebolifh’d by the Treaty joft made at Vienna, the 
A&ions which were at 76 above Par are fallen to 
45: 

Hanover, April 10. It is the King of Great Brie

The 30 Men with which our Artillery was 
lately sugmented, are exercifed every Day ; and 
they will fpeedily be accoutred in the fame man- 
ner as the orher Cannoneers, The Horfe Guards 
are to be exercifed again in a few Days; and to 
make them perfect in Shooting, two Butts are fer 
up, with Marks to fhoot at. Our Sovereign is 
not expected here till June. They wait at Court 
only for Osders from England, to go into Mourn. 
ing tor che Countefs of Hanau, Sifter to the Queen 
and for the Duke of Wolfembuttel. .
